Our Hennepin. 


Yesterday thero was introduced into 
the Lower House of Congress a bill ap 
propriating one million of dollars for the 
purpose of commencing work on a canal 
from the Illinois to the Mississippi river 
tapping Rock River at Dix on. 
The bill 
is prepared by Congressman Henderson 
and was reported by a select committee, 
in hope that it will receive more prompt 
action by that body than usual. 
The bill, 
according to a dispatch, provides for ac 
cepting the tender of the Illinois & Mich 
igan Canal, made by the State of Illinois 
to thè General Government, for the build­ 
ing of the canal from the Hennepin to 
the Mississippi at the mouth of the Rock 
River, and for a feeder to Dix on. 
The 
main canal would be seventy-four and 
one-half miles in length and the feeder 
thirty-seven. 
The work is to be done un­ 
der the direction of the Secretary of War. 
None of the routes surveyed by the Gov­ 
ernment engineers under the act of the 
Forty-ninth Congress are specified, the 
choice being left for the Secretary 
War when the bill for constructing the 
canal is actually passed. 
The report, 
which is to go with the Henderson bill, 
is inteuded to be a compact and compre­ 
hensive setting forth of the whole Hen­ 
nepin question. 
It seeks to show that 
the project is purely a National one; that 
it is in the line of river und harbor im ­ 
provements, and, therefore, entitled to an 
appropriation. 
At the outset the estima­ 
ted cost is put forward as follows. 
Canal 
and feeder $6,673,000; enlargement of the 
Illinois & Michigan Canal $2,29 8,000. 
The act of our Legislature in 1882, in 
ceding the canal to the General Govern­ 
ment and the ratification of this by the 
people of the State are decided, and act­ 
ion is urged by the present Congress be­ 
cause the five years within which the 
grant lapses will ex pire before the meet­ 
ing of another Congress. That the plan 
proposed is perfectly feasible Maj. Ben- 
yaurd’s official report is quoted to show. 
An ex amination of the ex tent to which 
commerce, agriculture, manufacturing, 
and mining are benefited by waterways 
is made with special reference to the Hen­ 
nepin. 
The figures quoted iu regard to 
cost of transportation are already familiar 
to our readers. 
The portion of Senator 
Cullom’ inter-State commerce report 
re­ 
lating to waterways is tak en bodily and 
made a part of the House committee’s re­ 
port. 
The endorsement 
of the Hennepin 
project by all 
the 
» Vestern waterways 
conv entions is cited as ev idence that there 
is a widespread demand for the building 
of the canal, and the importance of a 
new 
water outlet from New Orleans and St. 
Louis by way of Chicago 
is dwelt, upon. 
An effort is also made to prov e 
that the 
canal would hav e a v ery important bear­ 
ing on grain shipments abroad, 
and would 
help solv e the problem of Indian wheat 
competition. 
The objection 
that the 
General Gov ernment should not under­ 
tak e to build canals within States is met 
Wy further arguments to 
prov o that the 
Hennepin is in no way a local 
affair. 
It 
is conteaded that in remov ing N ature’s 
obstruction to communication between 
I 
the waters of the Gulf of Mexico and the 
Gulf of St. Lawrence all State lines are 
wiped out. 
The Memphis conv ention of 
1845, presided ov er by John C. Calhoun, 
it is stated, passed a resolution that the 
project of connecting the Mississippi with 
the lak es of the North and the Atlantic 
Occam was one worthy of the careful con­ 
sideration of Congres« , and the Hennepin 
enterprise of to-day is simply what was 
then in mind. 
The endorsement of the 
Senate Committee of 1872 aud the me­ 
morials of v arious State bodies are giv en 
as proof that the idea has nev er been a 
local ore 
Concerning the cost to the 
General Gov ernment this point is made: 
The internal-rcv enue tax paid yearly by 
the States of Illinois, Iowa, Kansas, Ne­ 
brask a, Missouri and Minnesota is ov er 
$34,000,000.

last Ju ly , only to suddenly expire tho next 
day. 
H er death attracted little attention 
at tho tim e, and was barely noticed in the 
press, since few people were aw are of tho 
existence of her rare art treasures. 
O nly 
when tho sale of her unrivalled collection 
of 
orchids took place last fa ll did tho 
public loam w hat a rem arkable collector she 
had been, and that her house was the richest 
and most interesting museum in tho country. 
It w ill take two weeks to. dispose of the 
articles at public auction, and buyers w ill 
bo present from all parts of tho country.

Mrs. M organ’s maiden name was M a ry 
Ja n e Sexton. 
She was born in 1823, at 2« 
Dey 
street, 
New Y o rk , the daughter of 
M r. 
Francis Sexton, a m erchant in East 
In d ia goods, an old and responsible fam ily. 
They were Presbyterians, and attended the 
brick church where Tho Times building 
now stands. 
W hen 2T years of ago in 1850, 
sho became the second w ife of M r. Charles 
Morgan, tho w ealthy steamship owner. 
M r. Morgan died in 1878. 
Liko his w ife 
ho had been brought up a Presbyterian in 
the brick church. 
They were a loving • and 
devoted couple livin g quietly w ith no osten­ 
tation. 
They kept a box at the opera, but 
seldom went into society, and never to pub­ 
lic balls. 
Mrs. Morgan, a woman of culture 
and reiinem nit, «aired nothing for so-called 
society and, having no children she lived 
w ith 
her s< rvants, 
and spent her tim e 
in 
.m aking 
collections 
of 
works 
of 
a rt and other objects. 
N early a ll of her 
treasures were ordered and purchased in 
New Y o rk from the leading dealers in pic­ 
tures, jew elry, etchings, porcelain, bronzes, 
engravings, etc. 
8ho iirst began to collect 
orchids, an'«l Jta d a hot-house built to grow 
them. 
They cost over 8303,000, and their 
sale last year attracted the attention of 
orchid growers from a ll parts of the world. 
From these curious plants she w ent to jew ­ 
elry, and spent fabulous sums at T iffa n y’s 
and other houses. 
Fo r one set of silver

she

spending 
somo 
$700,000

these. 
A ll the great ceram ic factories in the world 
contributed to her stores. 
Bric-a-brac and 
Japanese m etal w ork next claim ed her at­ 
tention. and for these she spent hundreds of 
thousands of dollars. 
Last of a ll she gave 
her money for pictures, including the best 
works of the French masters, etchings and 
engravings alm ost w ithout number. 
From 
one New York dealer alono she purchased 
8:27)0,000 worth. 
H er g allery of fine arts 
surpasses oven that of W illia m H. Vander­ 
bilt, w hile the thousands of other works of 
art make it superior to anything heretofore 
seen in Am erica. 
Mr>. 
Morgan 
was a 
very 
handsome 
woman, ouiet in manners, benevolent, 
re­ 
ligious—as far from shoddy as possible—and 
in no w ay eccentric, 
She loved art, 
and 
the great collection abundantly proves that 
die had rare judgm ent and sufficient art 
knowledge. 
Hho was a very m ethodical and 
sm art business woman, keeping all of her 
own accounts, and by no means throw ing her 
money aw ay. 
It was her intention to leave 
ill tins collection to soma poublic a rt mu­ 
seum, but sho died suddenly and unexpect­ 
edly before having made a w ill. 
She left 
two m arried sisters, w ith whom she was not 
on >peaking terms, and a nephew, and the 
«'state is now sold for their benefit.

element in the population.

governm ent to take charge 
of the practical details of tho intended 
transfer of land ownership in Prussian 
Poland. 
Instead of the governm ent buying

A CLASS IN THE COMMUNITY WHO 
ARE NOT MERE MACHINES.

There is no class of girls or women in the 
community who are so little understood as 
the working girls. 
People who see them 
only in that capacity are quite accustomed 
to consider them as mere machines whose 
office it is to do their bidding and satisfy 
their wants. 
Not that they are at all con 
seious of this feeling; no one would be more 
shocked than they if one were to tell them, 
tha t and they 
would inveigh against it 
most strenuously. 
Yet, if each one were to 
sit down and make an analysis of their own 
thoughts—or perhaps it would be better to 
say impressions, since they are scarcely well 
enough defined to be called thoughts-« she 
would see that this assertion is a true one. 
I*, on the other hand, she were to see what 
the shop girl thought of her, hbw she had 
taken what seemed to the girl's self as an 
accurate mental and moral measurement, 
she 
would 
be 
astonished 
and 
often 
humiliated. 
TWO SIDES TO THE QUESTION. 
There are two sides to all questions, and 
the shop girl has her opinion of the customer 
whom she serves over the counter* which is 
in many cases more correct than the opinion 
the customer has of her, if she stops to have 
one 
“ I wonder how these girls live ?” was the 
careless remark a thoughtless young woman 
let drop in the hearing of some of “ these 
girls” one day. 
“ Quite as well as you do” 
was the reply under the breath of one of 
them, as the hot blood mounted to her face 
over this uncalled for unkindness. 
There 
was no thought of malice in the first girl’s 
remark. 
But her sheltered life had nothing 
in it to indicate what the life of the girl must 
be who occupied what seemed to her so 
•‘public” a position. 
It never occurr« *! to 
her tha£ , in many ways, the other girl vs as 
cared for as she was, but that necessity com­ 
pelled her to take her part in the actual 
bread winning of the family. 
As a rule, the girls are self-respecting, up­ 
right, honest girls, making the best fight 
they can in the l>attle for existence, fighting 
sometimes in the face of fearful odds, but, 
as a rule, keeping on the winning side, un­ 
less overcome by sickness or other unforeseen 
calamity. 
The shopper is apt to forget that she is but 
one of hundreds who make demands upon 
' the girls every day. 
If the day has been, as 
it often is, a trying and busy one, if the girl’s 
temper has Iwen disturbed, and her nerves 
rasped until sometime« it seems as though 
she must cry out in her agony, the late 
customer does sometimes have to suffer from 
the indifference of the girl who waits on her. 
She does not meet with the ready response to 
her wishes that she expects, she is nettled at 
the lack of interest, and made impatient by 
the slowness with w'hieh she is served, and, 
without tliinking of what the girl may have 
had to endure before, she enters complaints 
of her iueorupeteney, and inveighs loudly 
and long ugainst the “ insufferable sms’* of 
the shop girl. 


INCIDENT OF A “ BARGAIN DAY." 
If she would only stop to think, as one 
lady did not long since. 
It had b« H» n a “bar­ 
gain day ,” widely adv ertised at one of the 
city establishments. 
The store had been 
crowded from early morning, and their had 
not been a breathing space for the employ es, 
male or female. 
Kate in the afternoon, dur­ 
ing the first lull, a lady entered and asked for 
a certain article; it was carelessly thrown 
down to her; she looked a t it; it was not 
q uite w hat she want« *» !, and she asked for an­ 
other q uality ; a q uick reply was giv en her in 
a not v ery pleasant tone of v oice. 
Her own 
anger arose, but, looking q uickly up, she 
caught the tired look in the giri's face, and 
the gray jwillor of her face. 
She was 
touched in a moment. 
Taking a bunch of 
v iolet* from the licit of her dress, she laid 
them down lie fore the girl, say ing in a kind 
tone: “You look tired; I wonder if these 
wont refresh y ou.” The girl looked up

“Thank y ou,” she said, “I am tired, v ery 
tired; I am sorry I was cross, but if y ou 
knew how ev ery muscle in my body ached.” 
By this time she was ready to giv e most 
willing serv ice, and both women were better 
for the little encounter. 
If lioth classes, the serv er and i he serv ed, 
could learn from this little incident to be 
more thoughtful of each other, the way 
would bo made plainer for both. 
It is a 
wrong doctrine that teaches that the two are 
natural enemies; they are not, they are m u­ 
tual helpers, and it would be letter for them ­ 
selv es, for the world generally , if they could 
com© to understand that truth. Each should 
1h3 more thoughtful of the other; the one 
should set» that her duty to her employ er 
should lead her to giv e the l*cst serv ice jk>s- 
sibl© in his interest, the other sin mid f.'ci 
that her duty to hum anity demands that she 
hould be thoughtful of the feelings of those 
who are serv ing her, and should try to put 
herself in their place for a little while, and 
think how she would feel if the position* 
were rev ersed.—Boston Herald.

T A T E N T ” FLQUp MAKING PROCESS. 


Origin of the P la n—Grea tly Improved 
Upon—Detail* o f the Process. 
The first suggestion of the improved plan 
originated with a French scientist. 
Mr. Lar 
eroix , a manufacturer of Faribault, Minn., 
first brought the idea to this country, but 
the process as originally used has been 
greatly improv ed upon by the millers of the 
northwest. 
There are, in fact, several pro­ 
cesses, but in principle they are identical. 
(Tiief objects sought ore the gradual break­ 
ing and bruising of the grain so as to keep 
the broken particles rough and “ alive;” the 
repeated reduction of the middlings, or that 
part of the grain lying immediately below 
the husk— this, formerly rejected, is now 
made to yield the best flour; also the separa­ 
tion of every part of the flour from the bran, 
and, finally, the careful blending of the 
flour obtained from the several reductions. 
We give briefly the detail of the process 
in one of the Minneapolis mills. 
The wheat, 
cleaned by blasts, is separated into lot* of 
similar sixes; the fuzzy tails are removed by 
ending-*tones. 
The grain is then passed 
through corrugated, chilled iron rollers,their 
corrugations ranging from eight to forty 
to tlie square inch, which bruise the grain 
without grinding it. 
This is on the ground 
floor. 
The bruised grain is then raised to 
the bolting-machines, where it is passed 
through gauze cloths of different textures, 
and thence sent down between finer corru­ 
gated rollers running at a speed of from ItfO 
to .‘iOO revolutions per minute. 
These pro­ 
cesses of reduction are repeated six or seven 
times, the third giving more flour than the 
the first two reductions, and the fifth g iv­ 
ing the Itest rising-flour and the richest in a l­ 
buminoids. 
Very important result« have been accom­ 
plish (*<1 by the introduction of the “ patent” 
process. 
The amount of flour yielded by a 
bushel of wheat has been increased fully 10 
per cent.; the flour made is said to be more 
nutritious, as well as more palatable, and 
spring wheat, the variety most abundantly 
produced in the west (whose flour, being 
much inferior to that of winter wheat made 
by the old process, was formerly held a t a 
much lower price), is greatly increased in 
value, as by the “ ¡>atent” process it is found 
to give the better flour.—Inter Ocean. 


Tribunal of the K ng lish Press. 
The aptest comparison for English society 
is perhaf« to be found in the perfecturo of 
police in Paris. 
In that famous detectiv e n*- 
ix isitory their ex ists a complete dossier of all 
who are and who are likely to tiecomu 
criminals. Ev ery thing which concerns them 
is carefully recorded. 
But the indiv iduals 
are treated with the greatest consideration 
until they make themselv es amendable to 
law. 
In the same way society in England 
has the dossier of all its members. 
Th© con­ 
tents of tlmsi* documents do not prejudice it 
against them, nor are they held really to 
hav e incriminated themselv es until they are 
arraigned before tin* tribunal of the English 
press. 
Formerly this press was looked upon by 
the gov erning classes as a groat political en­ 
gine. 
It has now become the custodian and 
inq uisitor of our whole social sy stem, the 
censor of our homes, and the critic of our 
hearths. 
It brings all offending Britons, 
howev er lofty their degree, 
before that 
w inch they ready most dread, the great jury 
of their fellow-country men. 
No wonder, 
therefore, that the publicity of which it is 
the instrum ent is dreaded and detested by 
those whom it concerns.—Fortnightly Re- 
\ lew. 


P hy sical A spect of the Congo. 
The Congo in its phy sical aspect may lie 
compared to an hour glass, two broad ami 
nav igable tracts of w ater being div ided from 
each other by a v ery narrow and unnav ig- 
ublo one.

region nearly 1,000 miles of nav igable water 
ex tend from (Stanley pool right up to Stanley 
falls.
